CONTRAST. 

HERE have come to the editor’s desk the 

Twelfth Annual Report of the Maryland Rac- 
ing Commission and the Thirteenth Biennial Re- 
port of the Kentucky State Racing Commission. 
What a contrast! The Maryland report, ad- 
dressed to Governor Albert C. Ritchie, covers the 
racing for the year 1931, and is signed by the 
three members: Jervis Spencer, Jr., Chairman; 
Edwin Warfield, Jr., and John F. Mudd. 


“This has not been a very good year in busi- 
ness generally,” says the report, “but the Mary- 
land race tracks have done surprisingly well; in- 
deed the attendance at these tracks has been 
greater this year than last, and several of the 
half-mile tracks have had the best season that 
they have ever enjoyed. This has not been gen- 
erally so with other race tracks throughout the 
country. 

“We feel that Maryland racing is giving recre- 
ation, enjoyment and remunerative employment 
to a large number of the residents of the State. 

“The Charity Days racing given by each asso- 
ciation resulted in turning over to the Citizens’ 
Emergency Relief Committee $125,707.20 from 
this source.” 

Then follow an account of the receipts and dis- 
bursements of the Commission (which appears 
elsewhere in this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE) and 
an account of the receipts and disbursements of 
the four racing associations licensed by the Com- 
mission and operating one-mile tracks. The state- 
ments of revenue and expenses of the associa- 
tions owning the Pimlico, Havre de Grace, Laurel 
Park and Bowie’ tracks are full and complete. 
Thus the public knows exactly what the tracks 
are doing, and that is another reason—besides 
good management, good government and an at- 
mosphere of sportsmanship—why racing in Mary- 
land has such splendid support. 

The Kentucky report is addressed to the Gen- 
eral Assembly of Kentucky and is signed by Polk 
Laffoon, Chairman; William E. Smith, Vice- 
Chairman; Theodore E. Mueller, S. S. Combs and 
Frazer D. LeBus. 

“The Kentucky State Racing Commission,” 
Says the report, ‘as required by the Act of 1906

and approved by the Governor on March 23rd, 
1906, submits to your Honorable Body its Thir- 
teenth Biennial Report. The enactment of the 
law by the Legislature of 1906, creating the Com- 
mission, was the first step taken by the Com- 
monwealth for the protection of the great thor- 
oughbred horse industry of the state. The law 
creating the Commission is as follows:”’ 

The act of 1906 then is printed, and after it 
the law fixing the license tax for race tracks. 
Next is given a list of the racing associations 
licensed and the racing dates allotted in 1930 and 
1931 and after that the amount of license tax 
assessed against the several tracks in 1930 (total 
$340,000) and in 1931 (total $262,500). The re- 
port then concludes with this: 

“The Commission is not a financial burden on 
the State, as the members serve without salary 
and the office and clerical expenses are raised 
by assessments.” 

The law recites that “the Commission shall 
biennially make a full report to the General As- 
sembly of its proceedings for the two-year period 
ending with the first day of December preceding 
the meeting of the General Assembly, and shall 
embody therein such suggestions and recom- 
mendations as it shall deem desirable.” 

The report made to the General Assembly this 
year is far from being “full.” In truth it is no 
more than a waste of printing and paper. The 
revenues and expenses of the Commission are 
not disclosed. No accounting is made of the 
money received from license fees for trainers and 
jockeys, nor of the funds accruing from the regis- 
tration of colors and the authorization of agents. 
It made no suggestions or recommendations what- 
soever. 

There is nothing to indicate that the Commis- 
sion has any knowledge whatsoever of the reve- 
nues and expenses of the racing associations to 
which it granted license to hold meetings. 

There is nothing to indicate that the Commis- 
sion knows whether the racing associations made 
or lost money during the years of 1930 and 1931. 

It was represented by others to the Legislature 
that the license tax of $2,500 per day was ex- 
cessive on the minor tracks and that because of

this no meeting was held at Lexington last fall 
and none would be likely in the spring unless 
there should be a reduction to $500 per day. The 
Racing Commission gave no intimation of this 
situation in its report. 

If the State Racing Commission requires finan- 
cial statements from the race tracks in Kentucky, 
the General Assembly and the public is given no 
information to that effect. 

In short, judging from its report to the Gen- 
eral Assembly, the State Racing Commission 
knows nothing at all about the financial condi- 
tion of the Kentucky race tracks. 

The difference between race track operation 
and race track government in Maryland and in 
Kentucky is the difference between dealing on 
top of the table and dealing under the table. 
Kentucky should hang her head in shame. 


JUDGING. 
N page 397, week ending March 5, THE BLOOD- 
HORSE discussed overhead and suggested cur- 
tailment generally in the operation of race tracks 
and racing stables. The following was a part of 
what we said: 


“Three paid stewards are not necessary. 
A paid presiding judge of the right kind, 
with the assistance of two subordinate 
judges, could do all that the stewards now 
do and could easily place the horses as well. 
In former days—the days before racing 
came under political control—only three men 
were in the stand, and they served well and 
satisfactorily, as a rule. No more than one 
patrol judge is necessary. If the starter’s 
assistants were less numerous it would have 
the effect of cutting expense, and decreasing 
the employment of apprentices rather than 
older and more proficient riders. In various 
departments considerable trimming could be 
done. This is especially true of the tracks 
having pari-mutuel pooling.” 

Our young friend, Norris Royden, writing in 
Daily Running Horse (New York), says: 

“The sugestion to cut the number of 
stewards and other officials has been made by 
THE BLOOD-HORSE in a recent issue, but this 
department cannot agree with that program, 
unless of course none of them are competent, 
in which case one well-posted, courageous 
person would fill the bill to greater advantage. 
At least two placing judges with tested eye- 
sight are needed and the reason most tracks 
have three may be found in the fact that the 
third is employed for other duties also. . 
THE BLOoD-HORSE editorial suggested that the 
duties of stewards and placing judges be 
combined, saying that two men very easily 
could do the work of both departments. We 
cannot put in with that suggestion for several 
reasons, one of which is that placing judges 
usually have other duties, such as being 
racing secretaries, clerks of the scales, entry 
clerks, etc., while stewards have licenses to 
pass upon, handicaps to make and at some 
courses they have managerial duties as well. 
In addition, a placing judge must be posted 
directly back of the finish poles to sight the 

line of finish. This position does not permit

him a full vision of the race, which a steward 
obtains from his stand at a higher elevation. 
For those reasons a steward cannot very well 
serve as placing judge or vice versa.” 


We would call attention to the fact that our 
suggestion calls for three, not two, men in the 
stand. To that extent Mr. Royden has miscon- 
strued what we said. 

Now, we will tell Mr. Royden something. This 
system of having six paid men to fill the stands 
in the capacity of stewards and placing judges 
has been in vogue only since we have _ had 
political racing, so to speak. That system came 
into being just a short while before Mr. Roydet 
was born, but he could have picked up any> 
volume of Goodwin’s Guide and by scanning its 
pages found that in days of really better racing 
than we have now, even though the purses were 
smaller and the overhead was less for stable 
and race course maintenance, stewards welt 
seldom mentioned. 

They existed at the New York tracks anlp 
served without pay. There was a “board of 
stewards,” usually numbering five of the direc 
tors, at the California tracks. Elsewhere th 
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custom was to have a presiding judge and usually 
two associate judges, never more. Men like Judge 
John Carter, who died in the Palace Hotel fire 
at San Francisco; Capt. James H. Rees, who knew 
horses and men even better than he did steam- 
boating, at which he had been a success; P. 
A. Brady, of St. Louis, a former bookmaker who 
was a better judge, and A. W. Hamilton, of Mt. 
Sterling, Ky., did not need the assistance of 
stewards or associate judges in doing the work 
in the judge’s stand at the race meetings over 
which they presided so well. 


There were other men, a few of them still 
living, who in their younger days were able to 
do the judging and placing without assistance, 
and to do it even more acceptably to the public 
than it is now being done with six men on the 
payroll for the duties. 


In those days the racing secretary’s office did 
not require a retinue of people such as one 
sees at many meetings. The racing secretary usual- 
ly had one clerk who helped with the entries and 
served at the scales also. The racing secretary also 
looked after the jockeys’ room, and they didn’t 
have a valet to carry out the tack for every rider. 
The riders then were more mature, nearer the 
state of manhood, able to carry their own tack, 
and did it, except in rare instances where the 
more affluent wished to be more “tony” than 
their brothers of the whip and spurs. 


Finally we would call attention to the fact 
that now as ever at the English race courses 
the judging is done by one man, and it is the 
rarest thing that one hears of the employment 
of stipendary stewards, though for several years 
there has been more or less clamor for such 
officials. 


We are of the opinion that there are in this 
country today Turfmen who are as intelligent 
and capable about racing as were Messrs. Carter, 
Rees, Brady and Hamilton, and that they could 
acceptably look after the sport, if it were not 
for the fact that politics and politicians have so 
badly cankered race track control.

BY-PRODUCT 

Fishing. 

MONG the things THE BLOOD-HORSE’s editor 

likes to do is troll or angle for game fish. 
E. J. Tranter, president of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company, also likes that sport, and his winter 
home at Fort Lauderdale, Florida, is mighty 
handy to the Gulf stream where in the cold 
months plenty of game fish abound. The keenest 
boatman at Fort Lauderdale is Captain “Jimmy” 
Vreeland, Jr. In addition to being a sailor who 
knows water and weather and fish, he has de- 
signed and built with his own hands more than 
a dozen boats since he came out of the Navy, in 
which he served during the World War. So it 
was that during February, while the editor was 
at Miami, he was invited by Mr. Tranter to 
come to Fort Lauderdale for some fishing. With 
Captain Vreeland, in the latest of the boats he 
built, the Kingfisher IV, we had some fine catches 
of Spanish mackerel, kingfish, benitos, tunas, 
blue racers, amberjacks and dolphins, but we 
were not lucky enough to have even the sight 
of a sailfish or a marlin. The sailfish is the 
fellow to give one a greater fight than any 
variety to be caught during the cold months, and 
he, therefore, is most coveted by sportsmen. 
There are men who have fished for years in 
various waters, catching many varieties, who 
have never been able to land a sailfish. There 
are men who have spent thousands of dollars 
hunting big and small game, who have not 
known the thrill of landing a fighting sailfish. 
If they knew the sport thus to be had, such 
men would be flocking to Florida waters for 
those thrills. 

“IT think I know the habits of the sailfish so 
well,” said Captain Vreeland while we were 
trolling about two miles off Hollywood one after- 
noon, ‘that I would be willing to take a gamble 
with fishermen. I would agree for a certain sum 
to guarantee them a sailfish within a certain 
number of days’ fishing. In other words I would 
collect nothing if the sailfish was not caught 
within the specified time. Now, if you could 
stay on for a couple of days,” he said to the 
editor, “I would guarantee you and Mr. Tranter 
a sailfish each, for I feel sure they will be com- 
ing in shortly, but not today.” 

The editor had to be back to his desk on 
schedule, so departed. The day after he got back 
to Lexington there came from Fort Lauderdale 
an envelope filled with clippings from Miami and 
Fort Lauderdale newspapers telling of won- 
derful catches of sailfish and the pencilled 
inquiry from Mr. Tranter: “Why, Oh _ why, 
did you leave us?” “Sails” were so abund- 
ant that one woman—the only woman who is 
known to have successfully operated large stone 
quarries over a number of years—from Indiana 
caught five, the largest weighing 54 pounds, in 
one morning. Captain Vreeland’s boats, three of 
them, brought in good catches of the coveted 
battlers. 

Well, if the editor’s schedule for departure and 
return had been differently arranged he might 
have had a sailfish to be mounted and hung in 
THE BLOOD-HORSE office but, then, also, if the 
dog had not stopped for matters of more con- 
sequence to the dog at that particular time the 
dog might have caught the rabbit. We'll get a 
sailfish another year, we hope.

Overhead. 

ROM Irving P. Krick, of the firm of Peter 

H. Krick and Son, real estate dealers, 12954 
S. Western Avenue, Blue Island, Ill., comes the 
following under date of March 7: “I want to con- 
gratulate you for the article you published in 
THE BLoop-HORSE, on Overhead. I am the owner 
of a small stable running at New Orleans. I 
wrote to my trainer about 10 days ago, and told 
him that our expenses are too high, or the prices 
that we are charged for feed, board, shoeing are 
too high, and that the horse owners ought to 
get together and see that they are reduced. He 
answered back, saying there is nothing that can 
be done in this regard, as the horsemen will 
not stick together. 

“Your article should have some influence in 
bringing this about. It should also help to 
eliminate the practice of staking jockeys, which 
is a very expensive habit, especially should 
purses be reduced, as no doubt they will be 
this summer, as our business depression is so 
severe.” 


His trainer is correct in saying that “the 
horsemen will not stick together.’’ The managers 
of race tracks have known that a long time, and 
they take advantage of it whenever they feel 
like doing so. The editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
was secretary of the Thoroughbred Horse Asso- 
ciation for a number of years, and he found it 
most difficult to get the horsemen to unite in 
anything for their common good, except that 
they were generally ready to go on strike for 
larger purses, and even then there would be 
some among them who were timid about it, 
while having knowledge that the horse owners 
were providing at least 50 per cent of the show 
at race meetings. By buying collectively the 
things they require, especially feed, the horse- 
men could save themselves thousands of dollars 
yearly. By arranging collectively at each race 
meeting, they could put down the price of board 
for their employees and they could adjust the 
high charges for plating their horses. These are 
two of the matters about which they have griped 
and crabbed and cussed for years. Yet they do 
not use the little grey matter that is required, 
and do not make the small effort necessary, to 
correct the abuses. By deciding upon a fair and 
just scale of wages for their stable men and 
boys, and by not invading the establishments of 
one another when they need employees, they 
could be rid of other abuses. By the same token 
they could abolish the destructive and abusive 
plan of giving “stakes” to jockeys each race, 
or nearly every race, they ride. Fred A. For- 


sythe, present secretary of the Thoroughbred 
Horse Association, a while back told the mem- 
bership in a bulletin that unless they would be 
more mindful of their own welfare and properly 
support the organization its end would be not 
far distant. He recently informed the editor of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE that there had been so little 
improvement in the attitude of the membership 
that he was really disheartened. Since then he 
has been very ill and has experienced the hurt 
that comes from having men play false with one, 
as was done with him in the matter of the ap- 
pointment of the State Racing Commission. 
This is a time when the horsemen should in 
reality stick together. It is as urgent now that 
they do so as it was in 1916, when the Thor- 
oughbred Horse Association was organized. 


Close. 

URING last week O. O. McIntyre called at- 

tention to Frank J. Wilstach’s “close to- 
gether as 20 minutes to eight” and announced it 
as a gem of the crop of similes of of 1931. This 
reminds us of a simile from the lips of the late 
John Gallaher, brother of Allan Gallaher, of 
Lexington. A man noted for his _ penurious 
habits was passing by. ‘“There’s the closest man 
in Lexington,” remarked one in John Gallaher’s 
hearing. “He is closer than that,’ commented 
the skilled trainer, adding: ‘“‘He’s closer than a 
dead heat.” 


GRAND FLANEUR. 
Editor. THE BLOOD-HORSE: 


In your issue dated February 20, page 319, 
regarding the No. 14 family, you refer to *Grand 
Lady, a daughter of Grandmaster out of Fine 
Lady, by *Darebin. Possibly the best representa- 
tive of this family that ever raced in Australia 
was the unbeaten Grand Flaneur, a son of the 
great Yattendon out of imp. First Lady [i.e., im- 
ported to Australia], by St. Albans. 


A bay horse, foaled in 1877, Grand Flaneur 
died at Chipping Norton in 1900. He ran once as 
a 2-year-old, winning the Normanby Stakes at 
Flemington, beating Palmyra and Cinnamon, 
Palmyra favorite at evens. At three, Grand 
Flaneur won the A. J. C. Derby, the Mares Pro- 
duce Stakes, the Victoria Derby, the Melbourne 
Cup, the V. R. C. Mares Produce Stakes, the 
Champion Stakes, the St. Leger Stakes and the 
Town Plate, worth collectively nearly $40,000. 

Retired to the stud, Grand Flaneur was re- 
sponsible for Merman, Patron and Hopscotch. 
The former went to England and won the Ascot 
Gold Cup, the Cesarewitch, Jockey Club Cup, 
Goodwood Plate and Goodwood Cup and nearly 
$40,000 in England. He was out of Seaweed, an 
imported daughter of Rosicrucian or Coltness 
and Surf, by Lifeboat. Patron was horse enough 
to win the Melbourne Cup of 1894 as a 4-year-old 
with 129 pounds, the Caulfield Guineas, Sires 
Produce Stakes, V. R. C.. St. Leger.

TROPICAL PARK’S PROGRESS. 

HREE days of rough weather, Wednesday, 

Thursday and Friday of last week, proved 
rough on the earnings of the Gables Racing 
Association at Tropical Park. The cold wave and 
stormy weather which have held nearly the whole 
country for several days did not reach Florida 
until Wednesday, March 9, and on that day the 
mutuel pooling at Tropical Park dropped to the 
lowest point of the meeting, $80,331. By Satur- 
day, March 12, however, the weather relented 
and that day new meeting records were set for 
attendance and for mutuel play, the latter 
totaling $127,594. The “handle” for the week 
was $603,652, average daily “handle’’ $100,608, as 
compared with a total of $670,840 and average 
of $111,606 for the first week. The total of pool- 
ing for the first two weeks was $1,274,493, daily 
average, $106,208. A new rule was instituted last 
week, that the mutuels close when the horses are 
100 yards from the post. The meeting and the 
Florida season end Saturday of this week. 


RACING REVENUES TO STATE. 
To and including March 4, for the 1931-32 
racing season, two horse tracks and five dog 


tracks had paid to the State of Florida, through 
the State Racing Commission, the sum total of 
$538,843.63, after deduction of expenses. This 
was made up of 3 per cent of the totalisator and 
pari-mutuel turnover; tax on admission fees; 
occupational tax on trainers, jockeys, appren- 
tices, grooms and all employees of the race 
tracks; and a percentage of the license fees of 
trainers, jockeys and agents. Secretary N. H. 
Mabry gave out the report from the State 
Racing Commission’s office in Tampa. The 
showing is as follows:

Secretary Mabry states that the total amount 
of the turnover in the pooling at all tracks was 
$13,055,480. The display shows how much more 
popular are the horses than the dogs, and how 
much more important the horses are to the 
State in this one respect, to say nothing of other 
phases of the matter. 


BARRIE OUT OF JAIL. 


Peter Christian Barrie, Scotchman, who ad- 
mitted at Miami having run the horse Aknahton 
as a ringer for Gailmont, and who was held for 
deportation, has been released from jail under 
bail of $500. It will be some 60 days, it is said, 
before his case will come up for hearing on the 
warrant charging him with having been a former 
convict in England and citing him for deporta- 
tion on that account. W. H. Gallagher, of Medina, 
N. Y.; has purchased Aknahton, which has a 
bowed tendon and may never be raced again, also 
Dunrock, which he will attempt to have rein- 
stated. The two horses were purchased for $700. 
Three other horses in the Barrie stable, Danish 
Prince, Polish Prince and Lindby, were sold to 
John Withers, of Miami. Jack Cleary, repre- 
senting the Florida State Racing Commission, 
acted as agent in making the sale. Aknahton is 
to be used as a stallion at the Gallagher farm. 
VAL B. CAMPBELL’S SUDDEN DEATH. 

Val B. Campbell, former banker and breeder, 
of McLeansboro, IIl., died suddenly March 11 in 
his home at Coral Gables, Fla. Mr. Campbell 
was the trainer of the horses belonging to Edgar 
A. Iglehart, of Evansville, Ind. He had just 
reached his home from Tropical Park, after the 
races, when he collapsed and expired immedi- 
ately. 


EARL SANDE’S PROGRESS. 

On the afternoon of March 9 Earl Sande filed 
an application for a jockey’s license with Racing 
Secretary H. D. Munroe at Tropical Park. He 
planned to inaugurate his come-back at Tropical 
Park this week, but as he still scales 117 pounds 
stripped, it is obvious that opportunities for him 
at that track will be scarce.

KENTUCKY 


LEXINGTON MEETING. 

HE reappointed Kentucky State Racing Com- 
T mission had not been confirmed by the 
Senate of the Kentucky Legislature in session 
at Frankfort, and the meeting, which was slated 
to have been held on Saturday last was deferred 
until Saturday of this week at Latonia. Col. M. 
J. Winn, president of the American Turf Associa- 
tion, who had come to Kentucky from his home 
in Chicago to attend the meeting, went from 
Louisville over the week-end to French Lick 
Springs, Ind., to spend a few days and have 
benefit of the water. 

Licenses are to be requested for meetings to 
be held under the auspices of the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation at Lexington; the Latonia Jockey Club, 
at Latonia, and Dade Park Jockey Club, at Hen- 
derson. It seems 10 days are to be asked for 
the Lexington meeting, opening April 16 and 
closing April 27. Churchill Downs, Inc., already 
has been granted the dates April 30 to May 21. 
It is expected that Latonia Jockey Club will 
adhere to its system of diverting staff and horses 
to Washington Park, Homewood, Illinois, for the 
June dates and then racing through July at 
Latonia. There is a rumor that, in this event, 
the Dade Park Jockey Club may ask for dates 
in June. 


Plans in the making for the Lexington meet- 
ing include reduction of the minimum purse to 
$600; reduction of the general admission from 
$2 to $1, and the issuance of free tickets or 
badges only to trainers, jockeys, employees and 
working members of the press. Nothing has been 
planned, in so far as THE BLOOD-HORSE knows, for 
reduction of the pari-mutuel ‘“‘take’” from 10 per 
cent, but it would seem to be good business on 
the part of the Lexington management to re- 
duce it at least to the equivalent of the Illinois 
“take” which is 6'2 per cent. More net money 
would be made in this way, now that the State’s 
daily license tax has been reduced to $500, but 
the Lexington mangement cannot do this unless 
Colonel Winn is agreeable. THE BLOOD-HORSE is 
not advised as to Colonel Winn’s present atti- 
tude, but he has for years been a high “take” 
man, and it is no easy thing for an old man to 
shed his fixed ideas about matters and things. 


It is expected also that the open claiming rule 
may be adopted in time for effectiveness at the 
Lexington meeting. Horsemen generally appear 
to be in favor of it, and breeders and others who 
are interested in marketing horses for fair 
values are urging its adoption. It provides a 
now much needed avenue for the passing on of 
horses from the stables of owners who have too 
many. Purchase of horses under private treaty 
is at very low ebb, and owners and breeders are 
timid about public sales. 


The requests for stalls at the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation track are coming in rapidly and the allot- 
ments are now being made. There will be, as 
usual, scarcity of stable room. 

Trainers had no use of the mile track at the 
Lexington plant last week on account of snow and 
its frozen condition. There was another snow 
Sunday night and again Monday, and train- 
ing operations continue to be confined to the sand 
track. However there is nothing disturbing 
about this. The Lexington horses will be ready 
when the meeting opens. They always are. 


INTEREST IN MINNESOTA. 

Stanley W. Dwinnell, of Minneapolis, was in 
Lexington last week in quest of Thoroughbred 
horses for riding purposes. He found them scarce 
at this time, but if he will come again about the 
last week in April he will likely have more from 
which to select. The races will be over then. 
“Our people are thinking more in terms of Thor- 
oughbreds than ever before,” said Mr. Dwinnell 
while in THE BLOOD-HORSE office. “We used to 
go in for saddle horses; then we tried the half- 
breds and now we are looking for Thoroughbreds, 
They are more satisfying and one can do so much 
more with them. They can be used with splendid 
results on the bridle paths. Then we can hunt 
them, race them in point-to-point events, which 
are becoming more popular, and we can get 
prizes with them at the horse shows and gather 
in a few purses in the small-time races at fairs. 
We are not so far away from success in our 
last effort to secure a racing law. We shall 
try again.” 

“HOLD ON JIMMY.” 

“A friend of racing who would like to see it 
survive” writes to THE BLOOD-HORSE a request 
to “please call attention of the State Racing 
Commission and the stewards in Kentucky to the 
rule against assistant starters handling and 
holding horses at the post.’’ He encloses the fol- 
lowing from Mel Washburn’s “Spotlight” column 
in The Morning Telegraph (New Orleans), 
March 9: 

“Why not put some grease or oil on the heads 
of some of those race horses, then maybe the 
assistant starters could get loose from them 
more often. Monday afternoon Ed Reese and 
Sergeant Donaldson, both of which ran as if they 
were much the best, finished second because 
the assistant starter failed to turn them loose. 
Yesterday Panshala suffered the same fate—and 
all were favorites.” 
PARTRIDGE PREDICTS. 

John B. Partridge, recently resigned trainer of 
the Shandon Stable, stopped at Tropical Park 
Monday of this week on his way to the West 
Coast of Florida to spend a couple of months for 
rest and recuperation. He said to newspaper men 
in response to inquiries concerning Burning 
Blaze: “The horse that beats him will win the 
Kentucky Derby.’’ The Shandon horses are still 
at the Kentucky Association track, but Trainer 
John J. Greely says they will go to Louisville when 
the weather is right for shipping and the stable 
is ready for them. 


LIGHTNING JONES DEAD. 

Lightning Jones (brother to Bill Morris) died 
of intestinal trouble at W. F. Knebe!lkamp’s 
Winona Place, Upper River Road, near Louisville, 
Ky., March 6. Lightning Jones was a chestnut 
gelding, foaled 1927, by Midway—-Mammon, by 
Pennant. He raced two years and won $14,000. 
One of his eight victories was in the Idle Hour 
Stakes at Lexington, carrying the colors of C. 
H. Knebelkamp. 


DEMAGOGUE IS FAST COLT. 

Hanly C. Ragan, master of Oak Ridge Stud, 
Lexington, is happy in the possession of a 2-year- 
old of high promise. Demagogue (perhaps as 4 
memorial to a considerable portion of Kentucky's 
population), he calls this chestnut son of Domi- 
nant from Margaret O., by Marathon. On March 
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9, the coldest morning of the winter in Kentucky, 
Demagogue worked a quarter up hill (from the 
grandstand back to the quarter post) over the 
sand track at the Kentucky Association grounds 
in :224-5. “It was a tough morning for such 
work, I admit,’”’ said Mr. Ragan, ‘“‘but the horse’s 
work day had come and he was anxious to run, 
so I let him do it.”

Generally speaking, the revenue of the tracks 
was lower than for recent years, but the charity 
days, which produced no revenue for any of the 
associations but which resulted in $125,707.20 
being turned over to the Citizens’ Emergency 
Relief Committee, are included in the totals of 
each track. 

The commission’s reports do not show the 
amount of money wagered at each track, but 


do give the amount taken out of the pools at the 
rate of 5 per cent. From these figures the total 
“handle” may be computed as follows: Havre de 
Grace, $11,668,711; Laurel, $9,879,354; Pimlico, 
$13,232,679; Bowie, $10,451,793. Taking these 
amounts in comparison with the “handle” of each 
track for 1930, and excluding the wagering done 
on charity days, the tracks showed the following 
decreases in 1931: Laurel, $1,024,259: Havre de 
Grace, $487,249; Pimlico, $236,152; Bowie, 
$847,479. The total amount bet at all tracks, 
charity and all, was $47,090,905, which was 
$743,771 less than the total for 1930. Of the total, 
$45,232,537 was bet on regular days and 
$1,858,368 on charity days. 

The net income (with its sources, in detail) 
is stated for each racing association. The net 
income for each of the four major tracks is 
shown in the following tables along with similar 
figures for the two previous years:

Announcement this week from 54 West Ran- 
dolph Street, Chicago, is to the effect that Tom 
Bourke, in association with Forest Myers, former- 
ly of The Chicago Daily News, and Graham Dolan, 
will revive The Chicago Morning Mail. It is o be 
devoted, as formerly, to the field of sports and 
amusements, and, cf course, politics. The an- 
nouncement contains this paragraph:

CUBA 


HERBERT M. WOOLF’S SUCCESS. 


INCE Ben A. Jones, of Parnell, Mo., took 

charge of the stable of Herbert M. Woolf, 
succeeding Dan T. Stewart as trainer, he has 
made two successful forays with the horses 
which were turned over to him in racing con- 
dition by Mr. Stewart. The stable had been 
racing in Florida, but the opportunities looked 
better in Cuba. Accordingly, Trainer Jones 
hopped to Havana with Lucille K., crack 2- 
year-old filly, and won the Cuban Juvenile 
Stakes at Oriental Park. Last Sunday, March 
12, the closing day of the Havana meet- 
ing, Trainer Jones put the saddle on Lady Broad- 
cast and saw her romp to an easy victory in the 
Cuban Grand National Handicap, closing feature 
and richest race of the entire meeting. 


The 80-day meeting having been brought to 
a close, the majority of the better horses there 
are expected back in the States within a few 
days, though some may wait for a break in the 
belated winter which has hit the country. A 
good many horses will remain in Cuba, however, 
for the summer, since announcement has been 
made of a summer meeting under the auspices 
of the Club Hippico de Cuba. The meeting is 
divided into two parts, the first of 25 days and 
the second of 24, with racing on Saturdays and 
Sundays only. The first meeting opens April 2, 
and the second, August 20. 

Total distribution during the Havana meeting 
was $484,335, only slightly below the $495,595 
distributed during the 1930-31 winter season. As 
the meeting of last winter ran 92 days as com- 
pared with 80 days this winter, the daily aver- 
age distribution was higher this winter, $6,054.09 
to $5,386.90. 

J. E. Smallman, racing selling platers, was the 
leading money-winning owner, accumulating 
$17,615. His trainer, A. Alexandra, went to 
Cuba without a horse—only a halter. He claimed 
19 horses during the course of the meeting. 


GEORGE MOORE BEST RIDER. 


John I. Day, writing to The New York Press 
from Havana, says George Moore was easily the 
best rider at Oriental Park this winter. Moore, 
he relates, was born at Panama City and began 
riding when he was 11 years old in races in the 
Canal Zone. He is now 21 and was with C. E. 
Durnell when he trained the Three D’s Stable 
horses. Durnell kept him exercising and taught 
him much of what he knows about riding. Moore 
will go from Cuba to New York with John 
Zoeller and will ride for him. 


LADY BROADCAST NEARS $100,000 MARK. 


Lady Broadcast, which Herbert M. Woolf pur- 
chased out of the Rogers Caldwell dispersal sale 
in December, 1930, for $25,500, made the first 
considerable payment toward her purchase price 
last Sunday, March 13, when she won the sec- 
ond running of the Cuban Grand National Han- 
dicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-8 
miles) at Oriental Park, Havana. The win put 
her earnings near the $100,000 mark. Carrying 
top weight of 124 pounds the 6-year-old mare, 
ridden by C. E. Allen, waited in third place until 
the second turn was reached, then went outside 
the leaders going into the stretch and won easily, 
by a length and a half, over a heavy track. Mrs. 


Emil Denemark’s Burning Up (112), which was 
rushed out to set the pace, held on well to finish 
second. F. A. Carreaud’s stout mare Kincsen 
(120), the favorite, was third, a length and a 
half behind Burning Up and only a head in front 
of S. S. Friedlein’s Fortunate Youth (115), the 
second choice. George Collins’ Thistle Fyrn 
(103), another mare, was fifth and last. Time,

THE AGUA CALIENTE HANDICAP. 


HE third running of the Agua Caliente Han- 
dicap, $50,000 added, for 3-year-olds and up, 
1% miles, will be decided next Sunday, March 20, 
climaxing the long meeting. Principal question 
to be settled by the running is: “What about 
Phar Lap?” The Australian handicap champion 
will not start before the race, and his methods 
of training are so unlike American methods that 
horsemen in this country find themselves very 
much confused when they go to make an esti- 
mate of his chances. The red gelding, to be rid- 
den by the Antipodean Jockey W. Elliott, ap- 
pears in good health. He has not shown any fast 
trials. H. A. Woolf, sports editor of the Sydney 
Sun and Telegraph, arrived at Agua Caliente 
March 7 from Australia. He stated that Phar 
Lap, on five different occasions in Australia, had 
been brought out of temporary retirement and 
won his first start. He has never needed works 
against the stop-watch, and has never worked 
with another horse, according to Mr. Woolf. In 
America Phar Lap’s reputation has failed to 
produce awe. THE BLOOD-HORSE sides with many 
horsemen in the belief that class in Australia is 
not class in America. Phar Lap, we believe, will 
prove, when at his best, to be inferior to our 
better class of horses. Nevertheless, we suggest 
that his chances should not be discounted be- 
cause of his training. In America it is hard for 
us to see the fallacy in the proposition that fast 
workouts make fast horses. 

Probable opponents of Phar Lap in the Agua 
Caliente Handicap field, which very likely will 
be the smallest since the race was inaugurated, 
are: Spanish Play, shipping from New Orleans, 
to be ridden by C. Landolt; Dr. Freeland, which 
last week was allowed to step five furlongs in the 
sizzling time of 58 seconds, to be ridden by L. 
Cunningham; Marine, which has not shown his 
best form at the western course, to be ridden by 
L. Schaefer; Seth’s Hope, a veteran of many 
battles, freshened up for this race, to be ridden 
by D. Dubois; Bahamas, winner of the Agua 
Caliente Derby, to be ridden by J. Longden; Joe 
Flores, lightly weighted with 90 pounds and re- 
cently successful in stakes races, to be ridden 
by S. Coucci; and Cabezo, which has raced suc- 
cessfully at Agua Caliente but without proving 
his ability to go 10 furlongs, to be ridden by A. 
Fischer. 


TANFORAN STAKES DATES. 

Dates of Tanforan stakes, as announced late 
in February and published in THE BLOOD-HORSE 
of March 5, page 410, do not agree with those 
carried on the official entry blanks, sent out last 
week by the Pacific Coast Breeders Association.

BARON LONG’S REINSTATEMENT. 


James Nugent Crofton, manager of the Agua 
Caliente Jockey Club, played a strong hand last 
week in effecting the reinstatement of Baron 
Long, one of his associates in the development of 
Agua Caliente’s gambling and racing enterprises. 
He called a meeting of the stewards, according 
to newspaper reports, although, as manager of 
the track, he has no authority to call such a 
meeting, but may only request it. The meeting, 
held Friday, March 11, was attended by Francis 
Nelson, Walter H. Dupee and George Schilling, 
who comprised the board of stewards when Baron 
Long was put under the ban January 15 “for 
practices detrimental to the Turf and to the 
Agua Caliente Jockey Club in particular,” and 
by Marshall Cassidy, who has succeeded Mr. 
Dupee as steward since the ban against Mr. Long 
was issued. After the meeting Baron Long’s re- 
instatement was announced—with no _ explana- 
tion. 


TAKES MORE THAN THAT. 


The Home-Stretch (San Francisco) is “assured 
that James N. Crofton will be the manager” at 
Agua Caliente next winter, as now, and that he 
will also manage a summer meeting there. To 
have a great meeting “all he has to do next win- 
ter is get rid of some of the liars on his pay 
roll,” says The Home-Stretch. Why keep any 
of the liars? But it will take more than that 
to make a great meeting, good horses, clean 
owners, trainers and jockeys, competent officials, 
good attendance fortified with public confidence, 
plenty of money and an inclination to back 
horses. Perhaps if nobody identified with Agua 
Caliente owned horses alleged to be racing in the 
names of other persons—-numerous other persons. 
maybe—it would be easier to have a great meet- 
ing. 


PLANNING AT LOS ANGELES. 

Concerning the expectation that Alexander 
Pantages and associates, among whom Joe Her- 
nandez, in The Home-Stretch (San Francisco), 
names Norman W. Church, Joe Schenck and Joe 
Zemansky, will be successful in promoting a race 
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course for Los Angeles it is mow said that the 
plan is to have 80 days of racing at the first 
meeting, which is to be about the time of the 
Olympic games, at a track to be equipped either 
at Culver City or at Arcadia. If at the latter 
point, it is said it will be on the old Baldwin 
ranch. 


NO STALLS OPEN AT TANFORAN. 

There is stabling for 1,000 horses at Tanforan. 
The Home-Stretch (San Francisco) advises ‘that 
over 500 horses will be turned away,” on account 
of shortage of stalls, from the meeting to open 
March 31. The track is reported to be in won- 
derful shape and horses now there are said to 
be doing well. 


DEATH OF MRS. W. H. DUPEE. 

Mrs. Walter H. Dupee, wife of the well-known 
California sportsman, died suddenly last week 
after a heart attack in her home at San Diego, 
California. 


LOUISIANA 


FAIR GROUNDS LAST WEEK. 

OST unsuccessful meeting of the winter in 

North America, money only considered, is 
that which reaches its conclusion at the Fair 
Grounds track in New Orleans on Saturday of 
this week. The approximate amount which Col. 
E. R. Bradley and his associates stand to lose 
for the entire meeting has not been stated, but 
it appears that the disparity between the ex- 
penses and the public support has been greater 
there than at any other winter track, not even 
excepting Hialeah Park. There has been some 
retrenchment, but nothing in comparison with 
the decline in patronage. The meeting comes to 
its close March 19, with the running of the Louis- 
iana Derby as the feature. One other stakes race 
will be decided this week, the Liam T. MacCos- 
gair Stakes on St. Patrick’s Day. Leading race 
of last week was the New Orleans Handicap, won 
by Spanish Play, which was to have been ship- 
ped after the race to Agua Caliente for the $50,- 
000 added handicap of March 20. 
SPANISH PLAY’S VICTORY. 

Knebelkamp and Morris’ Spanish Play (123), 
on March 12, a few hours before leaving New 
Orleans for Agua Caliente and a try at the 
$50,000 added Agua Caliente Handicap, stepped 
out on the muddy Fair Grounds track and won 
the eighth running of the New Orleans Handi- 
cap ($2,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-8 
miles). The New Orleans Handicap in recent 
years has been among the most important races 
of the winter racing season. Its first running 
in 1925 had a net value of $22,100 to the winner. 
Its next four runnings had respective values to 
the winner of $32,000, $50,000, $48,975, $35,537. 
In the last two years it has been a $10,000 added 
race, and this year that amount was divided by 
five. Nevertheless a good field of five horses went 
to the post, finishing in the following order: 
Spanish Play (123), Robert A. Fairbairn’s Glas- 
tonbury (105), John Marsch’s Prince Atheling 
(107), Mose Goldblatt’s Jimmy Moran (117), E. 
R. Bradley's B’ar Hunter (106). Spanish Play 
was reported in superb condition. C. Landolt 
forced Jimmy Moran’s pace with him for seven 
furlongs without letting him out of a pull, then 
went to the front and scored by a length, with- 
out being threatened. Landolt worked him out 


another furlong in preparation for the Agua

REGISTRATION CERTIFICATES. 


The importance of having handy a horse’s reg- 
istration certificate was again clearly demon- 
strated at the Fair Grounds, New Orleans, last 
week. Transmit, 3-year-old bay filly, without 
white marks, by Transmute—Lovelike, by Van- 
dergrift, bred and owned by Garrett Watts, of 
Lexington, and trained at Jefferson Park by Em- 
merson Davis, of Lexington, was entered for the 
first time at the Fair Grounds. The stewards 
were acquainted with the fact that a filly of that 
name and pedigree had raced once unplaced last 
fall at Latonia, but they did not know her. When 
they asked for identification the trainer was 
without the certificate. Mr. Watts had it at Lex- 
ington. Only one person was found on the 
grounds who was able to give testimony as to the 
identity of the filly, but that testimony was not 
satisfactory to the stewards and they ordered 
the filly withdrawn. Later it developed that a 
betting coup had been planned; that there was 
money placed with handbooks at numerous 
points, and that the filly had worked six furlongs 
over the Jefferson Park track in 1:13. Trainer 
Davis phoned Mr. Watts that night and the next 
morning he departed for New Orleans bearing 
the certificate. Mr. Watts was able to satisfy 
the stewards as to Transmit’s identity. The 
moral of this is that if Trainer Davis had taken 
the registration certificate with him, the filly 
would have been permitted to start and perhaps 
she might have won. Registration certificates 
should be required to be at all times where they 
can be seen by the racing officials if wanted. 


EARL POOL UNDER THE KNIFE. 


Jockey Earl Pool has had another bad break. 
At the Touro Infirmary, New Orleans, March 9, 
he underwent an operation for removal of gall 
bladder. The surgeon and nurses reported the 
operation successful and the patient is said to be 
doing wonderfully well. However, he is not 
expecting to ride again until the meeting at 
Churchill Downs in May. He expects to leave 
the hospital for his home in Louisville about 
March 26.

SARATOGA ENTRIES. 


ICTOR E. SCHAUMBURG, racing secretary 
V of the Saratoga Association for the Improve- 
ment of the Breed of Horses, announces with ap- 
parent satisfaction that the Association has re- 
ceived 2,385 entries from 134 owners to the 25 
stakes which closed March 1, to be run at the 
summer meeting, August 1 to September 3. The 
total for the same group of stakes last year was 
2,731. Says Mr. Schaumburg: “There has been 
a decrease of only 13 per cent from the number 
of entries received last year, which under the 
present conditions can be considered very flatter- 
ing indeed.” All the Saratoga stakes have now 
closed with the exception of the four steeplechase 
fixtures which close April 1. 

The largest nominator to the March 1 set of 
stakes is the Sagamore Stable of Mrs. Charles 
M. Amory, with 113 entries. Other leaders are 
Cc.

SENATE APPROVES DOPE BILL. 

The bill making it a felony, punishable by im- 
prisonment for not more than three years, has 
been passed by both houses of the General 
Assembly of New York and has gone to Governor 
Franklin D. Roosevelt for approval. If signed, 
it will take effect immediately. 


DEATH OF NORRIE SELLAR. 

Norrie Sellar, member of the Turf and Field 
Club and vice-president of the United Hunts 
Racing Association, died Wednesday night, 
March 9, at his home in Hewlett, Long Island. 
He had been ill about two months. One of the 
leading supporters of amateur racing in New 
York, Mr. Sellar cooperated with the late Ed- 
ward M. Weld in raising a fund of $100,000 
among New York sportsmen to endow the 
Temple Gwathmey Memorial Steeplechase Han- 
dicap as a tribute to another of New York’s 
leading amateur racing enthusiasts who pre- 
ceded them both across the Great Divide. 


FOREIGN 


GRAND NATIONAL AND LINCOLNSHIRE, 
HE change from jumping to flat racing in 
England takes place this week, much earlier 
than usual. Ordinarily the Grand National 
Steeplechase, signalizing the end of the racing 
under National Hunt rules, is scheduled for the 
last Friday in March, but this year Good Friday 
occupies that place on the calendar, and since 
racing is not permitted in England on Good Fri- 
day the Grand National was made a week earlier. 
It is being run Friday of this week, March 18, 
The flat-racing season opened Monday of this 
week, at Lincolnshire. Wednesday, the last day 
of the Lincolnshire meeting, will be marked by 
the running of the Lincolnshire Handicap, for 

which John Hay Whitney’s Jericho is favorite. 
The final acceptance fee (about $150) for the 
Grand National was paid March 8 for 38 can- 
didates for the great steeplechase. Sir Lindsay, 
recently injured, and Drintyre were among the 
more prominent horses taken out at the last ac- 
ceptance. Later last week Mrs. A. E. Berry’s 
giant Remus, which was one of the final accep- 
tors, was forcibly removed from the prospective 
field by an injury suffered in a workout. Grakle, 
last year’s winner, remains favorite at 8 to 1, 
and reports as to his training have been most 
favorable. Heartbreak Hill, owned by the 
American Mrs. C. S. Bird, Jr., is second choice at 
11 to 1. Coup de Chapeau, owned by John A. 


Drake, known to Americans of an earlier genera-. 


tion as a famous plunger, won the Compton 
Steeplechase at Wolverhampton March 7; he is 
one of the leading candidates for the Grand 
National. Other American-owned horses likely 
to start are Alike, Glangesia, Aruntius, Prince 
Cherry, Great Span, Delarue, Dusty Foot, Hare- 
wood, Ruddyman, Sea Soldier and Theras. 


THE GRAND NATIONAL SWEEP. 

Enormous figures are given out in connection 
with the Irish Hospitals sweep on the Grand 
National Steeplechase. Latest estimate to reach 
America is that the total prize money will be 
more than £3,000,000, that is to say, more than 
$12,000,000 at current exchange rates (the pound 
sterling scored a big jump in value last week). 
The prize money will be divided into as many 
units of £100,000 as the total fund permits. Thus 
there will be about 30 prizes each of £30,000 
for the winner, £15,000 for second, £10,000 
for third, and nearly £700 for each of the holders 
of tickets on the remaining 51 horses that were 
kept in after the first acceptance. There will 
also be 3,000 cash prizes of £100 each, and 10 
cash prizes of £5,000 each. 


THE CHAPMAN LIBEL CASE. 

Stewards of the Jockey Club, in England, have 
completed their appeal of the suit in which a 
judgment of £16,000 was awarded against 
them on Trainer Charles Chapman’s charge of 
libel. The court reserved judgment and at last 
reports to reach this country had given no 
decision. 


J. H. WHITNEY IN ENGLAND. 

Mr. and Mrs. John Hay Whitney arrived in 
England February 25 and the next day Mr. 
Whitney saw his colors in victorious contest on 
Slater in the Amateurs’ Handicap Steeplechase 
at Kempton Park. Ridden by W. P. Dutton, 
Slater won by a length and a half from the good 
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French mare known in England as Liberty III. 


Slater marked the completion of a unique double 
for Mr. Dutton. Half an hour before his victory 
in the amateur race he had been credited with 
his first win as a professional trainer, Saint 
Fortunat having won for him at Manchester. 
The next day Mr. Whitney was present at Kemp- 
ton Park again, and again saw his colors in 
front, this time on the American-bred Lone 
Eagle II. 


SIR JOHN RUTHERFORD’S DEATH. 


Sir John Rutherford, 78 years old, member of 
the Jockey Club in England and owner of the 
St. Leger winner of 1925, Solario, died at a 
nursing home in London on February 26. Sir 
John represented a Lancashire division in 
Parliament for 27 years. Although an ardent 
sportsman, he did not race extensively. The 
chief triumph of his association with Thorough- 
breds was his ownership of Solario (personally 
selected by him as a yearling), which followed 
up his St. Leger victory with wins in the Corona- 
tion and Ascot Gold Cups. Solario was third on 
the list of leading stallions in England last year. 


MRS. MARSHALL FIELD INJURED. 


Mrs. Marshall Field III was riding in a hunt 
at Melton Mowbray, England, on March 10. Her 
mount refused a jump, stumbled, threw her 
forward and then turned a somersault over Mrs. 
Field into the hedge. A passing motorist picked 
her up unconscious. No bones were broken and 
she was recovering rapidly at last reports. Mrs. 
Field, formerly Mrs. Dudley Coats, is noted for 
her fine horsemanship and for her beauty. 


FOREIGN NOTES. 


The veteran English trainer M. D. Peacock 
recently celebrated his eighteenth birthday. He 
was born February 29, 1856. 

The Newmarket Handicap at Flemington, 
Victoria, New South Wales, was won by Lady 
Linden, Winooka second, Green Lane third. The 
winner was 33 to 1. 

Amas d’Or, carrying the colors of William 
Ryan, widely known master of the Palmer 
House, Chicago, won the Prix Aubergenville at 
Maisons-Lafitte March 11, paying 65 to 1. 

In the Select Handicap Steeplechase at San- 
down, England, March 10, the oversized Pelorus 
Jack won and the American Grand National 
candidates Slater, Aruntius and Sea Soldier were 
unplaced. 

Capt. R. E. Sassoon scratched his horses out 
of numerous races during the present winter 
season in England not because he is giving up 
racing, but because his recent injury prevented 
him from riding. He will race “on a bigger scale 
than ever next jumping season,” it is reported.

The board of stewards of the National Steeple- 
chase and Hunt Association met at Aiken, S. C., 
Saturday, March 5, granted and approved cer- 
tificates to amateur riders; granted trainers’ 
licenses and jockeys’ licenses; revoked Herman 
Flodstrom’s certificate as an amateur rider;
